SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ..RIA. 

1*  (i)  WATER „  The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  supplies  the  Urban 
District.  in  which  only  fifteen  dwelling  houses  (all  in  remote  parts  of  the 
District),  are  without  a  main  water  supply-  Two  wells  in  the  chalk  at 
Southfields  Pumping  Station,  connected  by  an  adit,  are  the  source  of 
supply*  One  of  these  wells  is  57  feet  deop  and  the  other  50  feet  deop, 
each  is  brick  lined  to  a  depth  of  20  feet,  the  remainder  being  lined  with 
cast-iron  cylinders*  The  water  is  chlorinated  ana  pumped  to  a  storage 
reservoir  at  Warren  Hill,  which  has  a  capacity  of  260,000  gallons. 

In  November,  use  of  the  steam  pump  was  discontinued  and  replaced  by  an 
electric  submersible  pump  which  is  capable  of  pumping  46,000  gallons  per 
hour,  either  up  the  12  inch  rising  main  to  the  storage  reservoir,  or  direct 
to  the  service  mains.  The  diesel  engine  pump  is  still  available  as  a 
stand-by  in  the  event  of  electrical  failure  or  breakdown,  and  the  steam 
pump  could  also  be  brought  into  rj*rvice  again  should  circumstances  require 
it. 

The  supply  was  maintained  without  any  cu.ta  throughout  the  year  despite 
a  further  increase  in  consumptions  A  total  of  214,000,000  gallons  were 
pumped,  which  is  approximately  586,000  gallons  per  day  for  the  10,680 
population  of  Newmarket  and  approximately  1,000  persons  in  the  Newmarket 
Rural  and  Mildenhall  Rural  Districts  supplied  from  the  Newmarket 
Waterworks  Company’s  mains.  This  is  the  highest  consumption  of  water  so- 
far  recorded  for  the  District. 

Seventeen  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  direct 
from  the  well  at  Southfields  Pumping  Station  before  chlorination  of  the 
water  and  all  these  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Eighteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  mains  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  these  were  satisfactory  with  counts  of  Nil  B.Coli  per 
100  mis. 

One  sample  was  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields  Pumping  Station  and 
sent  to  Dr.  G-reonburgh,  Public  Analyst,  for  chemical  examination.  The

REMARKS. 

The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this  sample  indicate 
a  fairly  hard  water  containing  very  little  organic  matter  though 
slightly  contaminated  with  microorganisms  capable  of  development 
at  blood  heat  and  at  the  temperature  of  the  "cool"  incubator*  Coliform 
organisms  however  could  not  be  detected  in  100  mis  of  the  sample. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  water 9  as  evidenced  by  th<-  sample 9  is 
fit  for  drinking  purposes*

Following  a  complaint  of  the  condition  of  a  well  supplying  water 
to  two  cottages  at  Landwade,  samples  of  'the  water  were  taken  from  the 
well  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  Both  samples  were 
unsatisfactory  and  the  owner  agreed  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  well 
and  to  sink  a  new  bore  in  order  to  obtain  a  new  supply, 

A  sample  for  bacteriological  examination  taken  from  a  we 11 
supplying  two  other  cottages  at  Landwado  was  also  reported  as 
unsatisfactory.  In  this  case,  as  the  contamination  was  likely  to  bo 
from  the  surface  duo  to  insufficient  protection  at  the  well  topP  steps 
are  to  be  taken  to  properly  protect  the  well.

g ewage  of  the  Urban  District  (with  the  exception  of 
i-u-i.es  which  are  drained  to  cesspools  in  parts  of  the  District, 


where  a  sewer  is  not  available)  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  two 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  Main  Works  serving  an  estimated 
population  of  9,000  persons  is  at  Newmarket,  giving  a  D.W.F.  of 
500,000  gallons  per  day,  and  the  smaller  Sewage  Works  serving  an 
estimated  population  of  1,550  is  at  Exiling,  giving  a  D.W.P.  of 
5/jOOO  gallons  per  day. 


Both  those  works  were  constructed  in  1900  as  Contact  Bod  Systems, 
but  the  Main  Works  have  since  been  adapted  as  sedimentation  tanks

Water  for  the  pool  is  obtained  from  the  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company's  mains* 
Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous*  the  water  being  passed  through  a 
Bell  horizontal  sand  filter  and  chlorinated. 

The  pool  was  open  from  the  4th  May  to  14 th  September,  1957*  The  number 
of  tickets  sold  was  25,603,  of  which  16,656  were  issued  to  children  and 
6,947  were  to  adults.  In  addition  there  were  29  adult  and  137  children 
season  ticket  holders. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and 
the  Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  swimming  pool  by 
school  children  on  each  morning,  Monday  to  Friday, during  the  school  summer 
term. 

Sixteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  with  the  exception  of  one  sample,  all  were  satisfactory. 

Nineteen  inspections  were  made  regarding  cleanliness  of  dressing 
cubicles,  sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surrounds.

Thirty-one  visits  were  paid  to  houses  occupied  by  persons  v/ho  had 
been  allotted  Council  houses*  in  order  that  the  dwellings  which  they 
occupied  and  their  furniture  could  be  inspected, and  if  necessary,  freed 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  a  new  house#  One  of  the  bed  bug 
infestations  was  discovered  as  a  result  of  these  visits.  Two  bed  bug 
infestations  were  notified  by  occupiers  of  houses  and  two  were 
discovered  during  routine  housing  inspections. 

The  two  flea  infestations  were  notified  by  occupiers  of  houses, 
as  was  also  the  infostatien  by  cockroaches. 

None  of  the  infestations,  except  those  of  woodworm,  were  in 
Council  houses. 

RATS  AND  MICE.  The  Council  employ  two  operators,  Mr.  Poster  and 
Mr.  Gallant,  on  the  work  of  rodent  destruction.  Inspections  and 
treatment  of  premises  were  carried  out  where  infestations  were  notified 
by  occupiers,  as  well  as  systematic  inspections  of  the  District  and 
treatment  of  premises  where  necessary. 

Free  treatments  were  given  at  dwelling  houses#  Up  to  the 
1st  October,  1957$  the  charge  for  treatments  at  business  premises  was 
7/6d.  per  hour,  inclusive  of  baits  and  poisons,  but  as  this  service  was 
showing  a  loss,  at  the  insistence  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood,  the  charge  had  to  be  revised  and  it  was  raised  to 
15/6G#  per  hour. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out,  baits  being  laid  in 
forty  manholes.  The  bait  used  was  oatmeal  plus  parani trophenol  to 
prevent  the  bait  deteriorating,  and  the  baits  were  left  in  position  for 
seven  days  as  is  now  recommended  by  the  Ministry1 s  technical  officers. 

Of  the  forty  manholes  tested,  there  were  takes  of  bait  at  only  two 
manholes  and  these  were  treated  with  poisoned  bait.  One  other 
maintenance  treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  assisted  the  Ministry  by  taking  part 
in  a  Rick  Survey,  the  object  being  to  assess  the  rat  and  mouse 
population  of  corn  ricks  as  they  were  being  threshed# 

Mr#  Pcni stone  gave  a  talk  to  the  Workable  ^rea  Committee  on 
"Rodent  Control  in  Racing  Stables"  and  this  proved  of  such  interest 
to  the  Ministry's  Officers  who  attended  the  meeting  that  at  their 
request  copies  of  the  paper  were  supplied  to  the  Ministry  for 
distribution  to  their  Divisional  Rodent  Officers  throughout  the 
country.

Mr.  P.  D.  Lees,  the  Council  Architect,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  notes  on  Housing  Progress  during  1957: ~ 
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1957  was  to  some  extent  a  year  of  frustration  for  housing  in  Newmarket, 
a  result  oi  the  efforts  made  over  the  previous  twelve  months  the  number 
of  dwellings  in  the  Council’s  programme  had  been  very  substantially 
increased  and  the  number  to  be  commenced  was  raised  from  51  in  1956,  to 

inco11  was  highest  total  since  the  war,  except  for  1947  and 

1952j  when  the  number  of  commencements  was  110  and  90  respectively.  Both 

programmes,  however,  included  large  numbers  of  non- traditional  houses 
ana  1957  was,  therefore,  a  record  year  for  traditional  houses.  The 
scheduled  programme  would  have  been  a  record  from  every  point  of  view  if 
it  had  been  possible  to  commence  all  that  were  included  in  the  original 
programme,  but  a  contract  of  22  houses  which  should,  have  commencea  in 
August  was  cancelled. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1957  the  Government  made  another  violent  change 
of  policy  and  increased  the  loan  charges  very  considerably,  at  the  same  time 
announcing  a  drastic  reduction  of  houses  to  be  built  during  the  next  few 

years.  As  a  result  the  Council’s  programme  had  to  be  given  serious  re¬ 

consideration  and  it  became  impossible  to  maintain  the  increased  production 
which  had  been  anticipated. 

During  1957  fifty  dwellings  were  completed,  of  which  10  were  on  the 

new  estate  at  Exning,  -  the  xirst  there  since  the  war  -  and  the  new  block 

of  5  shops  in  Valley  Way  was  commenced. 

The  total  of  50  completions  is  the  highest  for  three  years  and  is  equal 
to  the  average  number  of  yearly  completions  since  the  war. 

The  policy  of  increasing  the  number  of  1  and  2  bedroom  dwellings  at  the 
expense  of  larger  houses  has  been  continued  and  the  numerical  proportions 
of  the  various  types  are  as  follows :-

Twelve  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  for  methylene  blue  and 
phosphatase  tests  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

(b)  ICE-CREAM.  There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  where  ice-cream  is 
manufactured.  Thirty  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream,  but  nine  of  these  were  not  selling  ice-cream  during  the 
year.  The  ice-cream  sold  is  wrapped  or  in  cartons  as  it  is  received 
from  large  manufacturers. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  for  methylene  blue  test  and  all  were 
placed  in  Grade  1. 

Twelve  inspections  were  made  at  ice-cream  premises. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  ROODS. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  inspection  of  meat  in  the 
slaughterhouse  is  a  duty  which  has  received  first  priority  and 
a  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  has  been  maintained, 
4133  visits  being  made  for  the  purpose. 


The  slaughterhouse  is  a  private  one  which  is  used  by  the 
occupier  for  slaughtering  for  his  own  business  as  a  wholesaler 
and  retailer  and  as  a  slaughtering  contractor  for  such  other 
butchers  in  the  Urban  and  adjoining  Rural  Districts  who  desire 
to  use  his  services.  The  slaughterhouse  and.  equipment  wore 
maintained  in  clean  condition  and  praise  is  due  to  the  slaughtermen 
for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  the  cleansing, 
both  during  and  at  the  end  of  each  day’s  slaughtering. 

During  the-  year  Circular  FSH  6/37  was  received,  together  with 
Command  Paper  243s  setting  out  recommended  minimum  standards  of 
construction,  lay-out,  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses,  and,  as 
suggested  in  the  Circular,  those  recommended  standards  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  occupier  of  the  slaughterhouse.  If  the 
recommended  standards  are  made  statutory,  much  thought  will  have

Only  five  cows  were  slaughtered  during  the  year,  the  other 
730  cattle  being  steers  and  heifers  of  good  quality.  Of  the  latter, 
only  3 r 42%  had  tuberculosis  in  some  part  or  organ,  which  is  the 
lowest  figure  recorded  in  the  last  decade.  None  of  the  five  cows 
slaughtered  were  affected  with  tuberculosis . 

The  total  amount  of  moat  and  offals  condemned  for  all  diseases 
was  also  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  decade. 


Pour  cases  of  Cysticcrcus  Bovis  were  discovered,  all  being 
localised  infections  of  the  masseter  muscles.  The  carcases  were 
submitted  to  treatment  by  r efrigerationo 

No  horses  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in  the 
District  and  th^rc  are  no  shops  selling  horse  meat  for  human 
consumption.
